Dr. Samuel G. Dixon, Commissioner 
of Health, was interviewed to-day in 
regard to the remarkably low m or­ 
tality during 
the 
50th 
anniversary 
ceUbration. 
Dr. Dixon said: 
“The fact that only eight deaths have 
occurred during the excessive heat, 
despite the presence of 50,000 or 00,- 
000 veterans and* civilians, the m a­ 
jority of whom are of advanced age, 
is probably due to several causes. 
“ In the first place the old soldiers 
represent the survival of the fittest. 
Secondly the .sanitary arrangem ents 
for the celebration 
were 
considered 
with the utmost care and have been 
of the most advanced character. 
“The hospital service has been ex­ 
cellent. 
Both in the 
city 
arid 
en­ 
campment prompt and constant a t­ 
tention of experienced physicians and 
nurses has been given all ailing vet­ 
erans and civilians, lifting many of 
them out of the jaw s of death. 
This 
has unquestionably served many who 
would have under any other circum- 
tances sunk into death. 
“ Another factor which is difficult to 
calculate and 
yet 
undoubtedly 
re­ 
sponsible in some degree for the con­ 
ditions is the stimulation 
naturally 
accompanying 
the 
meeting 
of 
old 
comrades and the revisiting of old 
scenes. 
“ Al! of these things have combined 
o keep the mortality down to such a 
low point. 
It is a m atter of congratu­ 
lation for those officials of the Fed- 
eral and State government who have 
been in charge and a happy refutation 
of the calmity

predictions 
that the celebration would be marred 
y an excessively high m ortality.”

I He was superstitious and had consult 
ed a gypsy fortune teller, who told 
him that a man who frequently pa Bed 
the house would take his wife away 
from him. 
This is believed to bav< 
made bim temporarily insane.

tee of congress is engaged iii an inves 
ligation of the feasibility of federal aid 
in the construction, improvement anc. 
maintenance of public highways, and a 
number of th** Mate legislatures now in 
session ape considering good road leg 
islatlon 
in connection with the gen 
oral impetus flint the good road move 
ment lins recently had in all parts of 
the country, the director of the Ollie** 
of public roads says: 
"T oo much stress cannot he laid upon 
th** importance of maintenance I i i eon 
n ectio n with th** work of Improving 
the roads 
T h e people In nearly all the 
states are filled with enthusiasm for 
road improvement and are spending 
en o rm o u s sums of money in the eon 
stria tion of superb ro a d s, aud yet al 
m**st without exception they ar** lunk 


Ing little provision to rare for the^ 
roads after they are built. This is true 
not only in the various counties, but 
under many of our state highway de­ 
partments. 
“To maintain the roads In good eon 
dltion year after year requires a con 
slderable annnal outlay, but this out­ 
lay Is infinitely 
less than the 
loss 
which must fall upon the people event 
ually if they allow their roads to go to 
utter ruin The thing for all advocates 
of good roads to do is to urge contJnu 


o h s . systematic maintenance and the 
setting aside every year of an amount 
per mile estimated by the engineer In 
charge to be sufficient for the proper 
maintenance of the road—a 
course 
which must make for economy and ef 
tic leuey.”

Stepping forward, General Robert­ 
son accosted the man. 
“Excuse, me, aren’t you a West 
Pointer?” he asked. 
“Yes; I am General J. N. Barlow, 
retired,” replied the officer. 
“I 
remember you,” said General 
Holier!son. 
“ Y'ou were in my class. 
We entered the academy in 1857. 
I 
left in ’bl to join the Southern Army. 
Don’t you remember me?” 
General 
Barlow closely examined 
General Robertson’s face. 
“By George,” he suddenly said, “I 
dt remember you, perfectly.” 
The two generals later spent sev­ 
eral hours in General Barlow's tent 
talking of the days at W est Point and 
relating incidents and experiences of 
the war.
